Public In England Mulcted by Cus¬ 
toms Thai Amount to Scandal 

London, England.—Tbe practice of 
paying junior counsel a fee equal to 
two-thirds of the amount paid to sen¬ 
ior counsel was attacked at the gen¬ 
eral meeting of the Law Society. 

Brins by Harper said the Law So¬ 
ciety should protect the public as well 
aa look after the interests of the pro¬ 
fession, and it was time to do away 
with something whiob was nothing 
less than a scandal. - , . 

A friend of his had often briefed Sir 
Henry'Hawkins,, who never wanted 
more than Itu guineas and two on the 
brief, but nowadays leading society 
K.tL’h were asking extravagant fees. 
There was no objection to a K.C. get¬ 
ting those fee* if the client wanted to 
brief that K.C., but It was hard that 
junior counsel should aleo get two- 
thirds of the amount which his leader 
received. * 

He knew of a case where a junioi 
counsel was not pre«ent in court for 
some days during a trial, but still he 
had to be paid his 65 guineas per day. 

In another casp. $500 was to be 
paid to if leading counsel and the 
usual proportion to the junior. Both 
were perfectly satisfied, but subse¬ 
quently it was decided 10 brief a well- 
known K.C. Tbe K.C.'wae engag¬ 
ed in a political campaign and he ask- 
J d a fee which, was thought k> he ab¬ 
solutely , prohibitive, but the client 
hought it advisable to secure his ser 
vices. To the client’s surprise, the 
first counsel engaged explained that 
now he was by the etiquette of the 
bar junior, and was entitled ’o a fee 
equal to two-thirds of the fee wh'ch 
'the K.C., who had been briefed at the 
big figure, was to receive. The orig¬ 
inal junior also explained that ne was 
entitled to a few equqj, to two-thirds 
of the lee paid to the • counsel who 
was- to hgve been hi* leader, but who 
had become junior'as the result of the 
introductlop of the eminent K.C. As 
counsel were satisfied In the 'first in¬ 
stance with the fees they were to 
have received, it was ha-dly necessary 
to say how absurd a scandal such a 
rule was. 

So serious had this question of big 
fees become, that City people declined 
‘o make such exorbitant payments to 
‘heae fancy society counsel and were 
ncllned to go to arbitration upon 
points which should be legitimately 
settled in the high courts. 

The chairman, C. L. Samson, said 
'he society had already appointed a 
committee to deal with the subject. 

It was thought however, that the re¬ 
solution would strengthen the commit¬ 
tee's hand, and after discussion It was 
carried. 1

Give Bleriot Monoplane, Fitted Com¬ 
plete, for the Use of Army 

London, England.—The war office 
acquired another aeroplane recently—. 
a gift from the international Corres¬ 
pondence Schools, the curriculum of 
■which includes the science of aviation. 

This particular machine, a Bleriot 
monoplane fitted with a 60-horse¬ 
power Gnome engine, has been driven 
more thau 17,000 miles by Robert 
Slack, a student of the Internationa) 
Correspondence Schools, who under¬ 
took a flying tour of the country, with 
the object of stirring up enthusiasm 
Cor aviation among other students. 

- A deputation from tbe schools wait¬ 
ed on Colonel Seely at the war office 
and asked him to accept the mono-, 
plane, offered in a spirit of loyalty as 
a gift to the nation. 

1 have been puzzled, said Colonel 
Seely, in accepting the monoplane, to, 
understand the connection between 
the International Correspondence 
Schools and the art of flying; but one 
thing is clear, and that is-that the stu¬ 
dents of the schools are exceptionally 
alert, alive, farseeing and patriotic^ 

I have received many deputations in 
this room, he added, but this one is 
exceptional, because, while other de¬ 
putations asked for something this 
one wants <to give me something. 

Later, speaking at a luncheon given 
at the Westminster Palace Hotel to 
celebrate the presentation. Colonel 
Seely said: 

After all, we want two things in the 
science of aviation.

I can assure you that we are not los¬ 
ing sight of the national Importance of 
the science of aviation.

Madrid, Spain.—King Alfonso has 
given further proof of his broad l'beral 
.endencias and desire to conciliate all 
political part.ea by granting on the an¬ 
niversary of h’.s b.rlh atunbs.y to all 
political aftendcrs. 

The country has not yot recovered 
iroin the surp: ise caused by the action 
ot King Alfonso in sending for repub¬ 
lican politicians in order to ascertain 
thq views of their .followers. 

In thus breaking down the reaction¬ 
ary traditions of the Spanish court, 
the king has Inaugurated a new polit¬ 
ical era which fbay be fraught with 
great good for the nation. Although 
Ultra-Conservatives, like Scnor Maui a, 
deplore the new departure, the Lib¬ 
erals and Republicans consider it as 
a victory for themselves. 

King Alfonso made ft clear to sev¬ 
eral leaders with whom he talked that 
in future the leaders of all political 
parties a .nld have access to the 
throne. He told Professor Azearte, 
leader of the Uepubljpan-Soelallat Un¬ 
ion, on January 14 that in ihe event of 
future crises, even the anti-monarch* 
tsts would be consulted, and that 
eventually posts In the cabinet would 
be given .to Republicans and Social¬ 
ists .

Keep It, for 1 have blessed it to thank 
you for your act of pie:y.

SUFFRAGISTS GLORY IN LOSS TO 
CHANCELLOR OF EXCHEQUER 


A Bomb Explosion Wreck* the New 

Residence of David Lloyd Georg* 

at Walton—Suffragists Accept th* 

Responsibility for the Outrage—Will 

be Martyr*. 

. London.—The explosion of a bomb 
partially wrecked a country residence 
In course of construction for Chancel¬ 
lor of the Exchequer David Lloyd 
George at Walton Heath, near Lon¬ 
don.. The only clues obtained by the 
police are two broken hat-pins which 
ware found among the wreckage. It 
is declared by-the neighborhood that 
j*n automobile containing several wo¬ 
men passed..through the village In the 
early hours. No one was injui-ed by 
the explosion. Xhe house was not 
yet occupied. The bomb had been 
placed tn a room of the residence 
which adjoins thg golf links on wh'.cji 
Lloyd George plays. The-Infernal 
machine was so powerful that the 
thick walls of the house were split In 
all directions and most of the rooms 
were wrecked. Two seven-pound 
cans of black powder also had been 
placed Ip two separate rooms, among 
heaps of wood shavings which had 
bee n saturated wMh oil and in the 
centre of which burning candles had 
been fixed. 

An official of the Woman’s Social 
and Political Union told the police 
that the society had no knowledge 
of the perpetrators. Genera' Mrs 
Drummond, however, declared that the 
explosion was undoubtedly done by 
women.- She exclaimed enthusiasti¬ 
cally: I think It Is grand. It was a 
iln« set successfully carried out and 
•hows the determination of the wo¬ 
men. I say: All power to all k'nds 
of militants In the direction of har¬ 
assing cabinet, ministers, short of tak¬ 
ing human Hfe. Th'e is the second 
time within a year that violent meth¬ 
ods hare been used against the resi¬ 
dences of cabinet ministers, the first 
being an attempt to burn the house of 
Lewie Harcourt. Secretary for the Col¬ 
onise, at Nuneham.

Ottawa.—Consideration of the rail¬ 
way board's draft 'order in regard to 
nrter-switch lag rates has been post¬ 
poned by the board until some future 
Bate to allow the railways and shippers 
to get together to consider the new 
draft order, which they have not had 
an opportunity to consider. 

The proposed order provides that 
when a shipper sending a car over 
the line of one railway wished deliv¬ 
ery at the terminals of another, the 
latter road, known as the short haul 
carrier, should perform such service 
tor a charge, which, unless mutually 
agreed on by the carriers for private 
sidings. shall be one cent per hun¬ 
dred pounds with a minimum charge 
of *3 for each loded car; and for pub¬ 
lic team track, one-half cent per 
100 pounds with a minimum obarge 
•f $5 for each carload. The>former 
order did not specify team track de¬ 
livery and the chief polrit of objection 
taken by the railways to the new one

Warn Canadians Against Going to 
Argentina 

Winnipeg.—Canadians who go to 
the Argentine Republic to take up 
land or homestead do so at great 
risk. Nothing but disaster has over¬ 
taken "Those who have gone there. 
This was the statement of Canadian 
Imra’gration Commissioner Bruce 
Walker In calling attention to a warn¬ 
ing issued by the Dominion govern¬ 
ment against emigration there. The 
action of the government, explained 
Mr. Walker arises from the fact that 
Canadians who have gone to the Arg ; 
entlne have been reduced to penury, 
and the Canadian government has 
been obliged to bring them back at 
its own expense. Because it will no 
longer do so, the warning le Issued. 
The latest case Is that of John Qlen- 
lnk, who went from near Red Deer. 
Alta. He was defrauded In tBe"Ar¬ 
gentine of every cent he had, and the 
Canadian authorities had to bring 
him hack. 


Industrial Accidants 
Ottawa.—There were 191 Industrial 
accidents recorded by the department 
of labor during January, of them 100 
were fatal and 391 received serious 
injuries. Compared with tbe record 
for December the above is an increase 
of three fatal and 24 non-fatal acci¬ 
dents. Figures for January 1912 
were 103 fatal and 531 non-fatals. Tbe 
greatest number of fatalities were re¬ 
corded under tbe headings of mining 
and railway service, there being 15 
workmen killed in the mining Industry 
and 43 in railway service. Of the 
non-fatal accidents the greatest num¬ 
ber occurred In the steam railway 
service and the metal trades, the fig¬ 
ures having respectively 114 and 87. 
Two fatal and 28 non-fatal accidents 
occurred to workmen In the building 
trades. 


„ , Profit in Cherries 

Elko. B.C.—Cherries, aocordlng to 
J. T. Bealby, owner of a commercial 
orchard on Kootenay Lake, are coming 
to be the most profitable product of 
the fruit growing Industry, although 
involving possibly the most labor. 
Mr. Bealby’s cherry orchards show a 
gross production of from $ 1,200 to 
$1,500 per acre. He states that one 
tree on his ranch has given an average 
of $70 worth of fruit every year for 
several yeais, and that $25 is a fair 
average for the entire acreage. After 
the first four years merely ordinary 
care is required, with a little spraying 
and trimming. Apples, he says, give 
an average retprn of $260 per acre 
gross. Mr. Bealby purchased his 
ranch of 25 acres about six years ago, 
and has made marked success from 
the start.

British Naval League Extends Thanks 
to' Canada 

London.—At a meeting of the Navy 
League a resolution wae passed .cord¬ 
ially congratulating the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment and the Malay States for 
their public spirited contributions to 
the empire's needs and thanking the 
peoples of both countries for their 
loyalty. 

The league regretted the failure of 
the admiralty to fulfill Its expressed In¬ 
tention of maintaining the sixty per 
cent margin of superiority over Ger¬ 
many and called upbn the government 
to secure the laying down of Mx ships 
this year over and above those grant¬ 
ed by the dominions.

The works come afterward as aa 
evidence of our faith, but both In sal¬ 
vation and In service the Lord does 
all. for It is God who worketh, and 
the principle holds at all times and In 
all things. Except the l-ord build 
the house, they labor ln vain that 
build It (Ps. exxvil. 1). 

In answer to Abram's question. 
Lord God, whereby shall I know* 
(verse 8 ), which sounds like anything 
but faith after he had been so plainly 
told, he is directed to a representa¬ 
tion of all sacrifice (verse 9). All 
true sacrifice from Gen. Ill; 21, ‘onward 
points to the great sacrifice of the 
Son of God on Golgotha, and It Is be¬ 
cause of that God does all things for 
us. S'n must be dealt with, and 
God dealt with sin on the cross, and 
not having spared His own Son. Ho 
now gives us In Him all things freely 
(Rom. vili. 32). 

From the statement in verse 11 con- 
cerning Abram keeping the birds nway 
from the sacrifice we are' led to think 
of Matt. xlB, 4-19, where tho fowls 
represent the wicked one. He hates 
the sacrifice of Christ and will do his 
(utmost to keep us from trusting ln It 
Hr hem (Ring by It. Wo must per¬ 
sistently resist him that he may fie* 
from us (Jas. lv, 7). How can wo 
know our sins are forgiven or that 
we shall Inherit the kingdom and the 
glory? Let your heart reply because 
ths Son of God loved me and gave 
Himself for me. (Gal. 11, 20), and 1 
put all my trust In His great sacrifice 
for my sins and heartily receive Him 
as my Saviour. 

Abram was told that his descend¬ 
ant* would be afflicted ln a strange 
land for 400 years and then delivered 
(verses 13, 14). See the literal ful¬ 
fillment of this ln Ex. xtl.
